Now that we have a school of naturalization in this city, there is 


little excuse for the local foreigner who refuses to become an American 
citizen. 
Those who come here to work and live confess in the most 


conclusive manner that for one reason or another America is a more con- 
genial country than that they have left, and to be consistent they should 
become American'citizens, if they may, at the earliest possible moment. 
.Yet, they should, not he admitted to the privileges of citizenship without 
realizing what it entails and resolve to respect: the government in which 
they are to form part. 
No citizenship on earth has the direct dignities 


and privileges of American citizenship, and it should not be regarded 
lightly by those who aspire to it. 


It should-also be apparent to the intelligent leaders and influential 


individuals among our various resident nationalities that by deliberately 
cultivating a too clannish spirit, they hurt their own best interests. The 
foreigner who gets along in this country is the one who sets out to learn 
I nglish, to acquire a kno\dedge of our customs, civic and social, and lo 
a\ail of all that is good in American life. 
NTo foreigner is asked to sur- 


render his devotion to his native land, his pride in his racial or religious 
heritage nnd' his memories of his country's past, but all are asked, for 
their own sake and the sake of the community,, to become American citi- 
zens in reality and in fact as well as in name. 
The new school of 


naturalizationiaffords the opportunity, and our foreign groups should not 
be slow to avail of it. 


The crowning of class effort at the new school is the process of 


naturalization. .In other cities it is made a gala event with public ser- 
vices, speeches, music and patriotic exercises. 
Display is good at the 


right time and one time when it may be made the instrument of good is 
when a large group of foreign-born citizens realize that they may right- 
fully claim the protection of the American government and the American 
f tg. 
The'new school of citizenship ought .to help our people to under- 


stand the-problems of the immigrant and ought to teach the immigrant 
his duty to the country which has offered him liberty and true democracy. 


TERRE HAUTE CORRUPTION 
Were It not that the world has so 


many more serious problems to discuss 
and solve, the. papers of all the leading 
countries would surely comment 
on 


another Instance, of "American politi- 
cal corruption" as given In the recent 
Terre Hnute episodes. 
There, 
sen- 


tence was pronounced last Monday on 
116 men. of whom SO had pleaded guil- 
ty and the rest were: convicted on trial. 
The mayor of the- city was sentenced 
to prison for six years, 
tho 
circuit 


judge-elect and the sheriff of the coun- 
ty for five years, Ihe city judge and 
other prominent officials to three years.! 
and so on down the line. Only eight 
out of the 116 prisoners escaped pun- 
ishment, and this was for some techni- 
cal or legal consideration. This 
In- 


stance of political corruption Is not un- 
precedented, hut In magnitude It is one 
of the. most striking examples In recent 
political history. Only San Francisco 
and Chicago have furnished such sen- 
sations in recent years. 


It Is to be regretted that many prac- 


tical politicians do not place political 
corruption In the list of serious of- 
fences; such corruption In one form 
or another has been tolerated so long 
as to appear Inevitable. The various 
states are doing something evory year 
to make 11 harder for political crooks 
to control or influence elections, and 
those who favor any sweeping political 
change affecting elections should have 
this phase of our municipal, state and 
federal politics in mind. Political cor-

Up"? — Did Johnson Realize 
That Defeat Confronted Him? 


The smoke of 
Ihe Willard-Johnsnn 


battle at Havana has not drifted away 
by any 
means. Today tho sponlnif 


public 'throughout the country, in spite 
uf the opening of the baseball season, 
are us deeply Interested In a review of 
Ihe .various episodes surrounding 
the 


rglit as they were the day 
after 
the 


white mnn was declared champion of 
the world. 


The discussion relative lo the fight 


being a "fake" and a "frame-up" has 
waxed 
rather warm in some of the 


metropolitan papers. Following Is what 


soems to us to be a very fair accept- 
.ance of facts as they reaUy stand, set 
forth by "Hat" Mathewson in the Now 
York Telegraph: 


1 As to the fight little can be added to 


that v.-hicn has already appeared in the 
newspapers. 
As was to he expected, 


there Is a good deal of talk going the 
rounds about Johnson entering the ring 
prepared to lose and there are many 
who believe this to he true. But that 
sort of talk usually follows all heavy- 
weight championship battles and no at- 
tention should be paid lo it. One thinpj 


IS.'certain. If Jonnson went in(0 the 
ring with Wlllard prepared to lose. 
Johnson was the only man in Havana 
who knew it. 


It might he that a good 
many' be- 


lieved after seeing the blfr negro in his 
workouts at the Stadium that his con- 
dition made It possible, for him to de- 
feat the big Kansan, but that anyone 
had any Inside Information to Justify 
tho belief that Johnson knew or even 
suspcct<rl ihat he would bo beaten Is 
seriously to ho doubted. 


Take, for illustration, my own opin- 
ion in the matter. H was utterly im- 
possible (or me to see Johnson at all 
against Wlllard after 
watching 
him 


work several limes with his sparring 
partners 
His condition, or rather his 


complete lack of condition, was so'Ob- 
vloiis that nothing but a miracle could 
make him whip Vi'lllard. In my judg- 
ment, and I said so in all my despatch- 
es from Havana before the fight. 


Anyone who knows 
wha,t 
training 


snd perfect physical condition means 
to a fighter or an athlete of any kind, 
for 
that matter, must" have known 


after seeing Johnson work, which lie 
always diil tn public, that he was unfit 
to successfully cope with as formidable 
an opponent as Wlllard and it may be 
that Johnson knew it, hut if he did he 
kept It strictly to himself.

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Huerta Makes Statement—Lays 


Failure to Arms Embargo- 
Anarchy Too Soft a Word 


NEW YORK. April 16—Yehenjently 


asserting that he had nothing to do 
with the death of Francisco Madero, 
Gen. Vlctoriano Huerta, ex-provisional 
president or Mexico, issued a. lengthy 
signed statement last 
night 
setting 


forth what he termed his side of the 
Mexican question. 


Gen. Huerta declared that he knew 


who was 
responsible 
for 
Madero's 


death, !>ut thai he was keeping it as a 
"professional secret." 


His statement reviewed the history 


of the Madero revolution and his ac- 
cession to the provisional presidency, 
and concluded with the assertion that 
"my country cannot be conquered." He 
declared 16,000,000 men, women 
and 


children would have to bo killed before 
Mexico would submit to an Invader. 


This heads of iho Washington admin- 


istration, he declared, had not been 
fair to Mexico, had been misled by 
false statements, and if they had been 
In Mexico for 30 days 
"they 
would 


have changed their theoretical errone- 
ous Ideas." 


Had It not heen for the embargo on 


the exportation of arms 
from 
this 


country, Gen. lluerta Indicated that his 
army would have prevailed over those 
opposed to It. 


Resigned to Bring Peace 


The former provisional president re- 


iterated the assertion which ho made 
when he left Mexico last year—that he 


had resigned only becatiso ho hoped to 
bring peace to his country. Ho point- 
ed out that In the eight months since 
that date tho situation In Mexico had 
become "too sad for me to 
analyse 


deeply." 


"Anarchy is too soft a word to call 


It," ho said. Mexico would eventually 
ho saved, hut by a Mexican- Who that 
would be;he did not know. 


Oen. Huerta declined to give any 


inkling as to his future movements. He 
denied the report lliat he would KO to 
San Antonio, Tex., or any other point 
near the Mexican border. 


Keeps Madero's Death a Secret

sional secret, he said:

citizenship so ailraetive that our foreign

r.ppeal to all who attend, (he central purpose being to impress on tho'se 
who are to become naturalized citizens the facts of American history and 
the elements that make for good and patriotic citizenship in our modern 
complex life. 
In other words, those who have recently come to our shores 


will: he given nn opportunity to acquire the knowledge and to cultivate 
the principles which are acquired and cultivated by our native sons in 
their school, home and public life.

become American citizens, if they may,; at the earliest possible moment. 
Yet, they should not he. admitted to the privileges of citizenship without 
realizing what it entails and resolve to respect the government in which 
they are to form part. 
No citizenship on earth has the direct dignities 


an-.l privileges of -American citizenship, and it should not be regarded 
lightly by those who aspire to it. 


It should also he apparcnl to the intelligent leaders and 'influential 


individuals among our various resident nationalities that by deliberately 
cultivating a too clannish spirit, they hurt their own best interests. The 
foreigner who gets along in this country is the one who sets out to learn 
1'iiglish, to acquire :i knowledge of our customs, civic and social, and lo 
nvail of all that is good in American life. No foreigner is asked to sur- 
render his devotion to his native land,, his pride in his racial or religious 
heritage and his memories of his: country's past, but all are asked, for 
their own sake anil the sake o£ the. community, to become American citi- 
zens in reality and in fact as well as in name. 
The new school of 


'naturalization affords the. opportunity, and -our foreign groups should nol 
he slow to avail of it. 


The crowning of class effort, at the new school is the process of 


naturalization.
